Smoking and debris burning caused more than 50 
percent of the forest fires occurring in the State of 
New Hampshire in 1955—235 fires out of a total of 463 
originated from these two sources. Lighted smoking 
material and matches thrown from moving vehicles 
along the highway or dropped by fishermen, hunters, 
hikers, berry and flower pickers accounted for 26 per- 
cent; debris burning in the wrong place or at the wrong 
time by ‘those who failed to heed all pleas for safety or 
refused to recognize the logical, sensible rules and reg- 
ulations set up under legislative authority governing 
the use of fire in or near woodlands accounted for more 
than 24 percent. This is inexcusable. 


Everything possible is being done officially to 
remedy the situation. Since 1909 there has been a 
statute on our law books which requires everyone to 
secure written permission from the local forest fire 
warden before starting a fire in or near woodlands or 
where fire can be communicated to woodlands, unless 
the ground is covered with snow. A never ending pro- 
gram of educational work is being carried on by your 
lecal warden and state officials to inform the general 
public both of the value and necessity of securing the 
required permit for such burning. Much progress has 
been made, but there are still many who fail or refuse 
to cooperate. The value of our permit system was 
definitely proven in this district during the 1955 cal- 
endar year. District and local wardens issued 959 per- 
mits for debris burning fires. Thalt’s a lot of permits. 
The records show only 2 permit fires got out of control. 
This proves several things—while wardens were liberal 
in the issuance of fire permits, accommodating every 
applicant so far as possible, they were cautious, follow- 
ing closely directives outlining overall policy governing 
the issuance of burning permits and thoroughly in- 
structing permit users. The latter, too, fully appreciat- 
ing their responsibility in using their permits, gov- 
erned themselves accordingly. Result? Much burning 
done legally and safe. 
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But what of the smokers? Despite all the efforts 
of those officially charged with the responsibility of 
preventing fires, 'too many were careless or thought- 
less in disposing of smoking material and matches. 
Why? It is difficult to say. Autos are now equipped 
with ash trays. Why not use them. The crushing out 
of a cigar, cigarette and the complete extinguishment 
of matches before being discarded is an easy chore. 


If the costly habits of the careless and indifferent 
smoker and debris burner could be overcome, more 
than half of our annual forest fires would be elimin- 
ated. Will YOU do YOUR share to bring this about? 


REMEMBER 


1. Get a written permit from your local warden 
before starting your debris burning or camp fire. The 
law requires it. 


2. Make cer'tain they are dead out before leaving 
them. 


3. Become a safe smoker by extinguishing smok- 
ing material and matches before discarding them.

The elementary enrollment has increased from 77 
pupils to 93 as of September 1955. Five additional 
tuition pupils attend from Benton. The secondary total 
dropped, however, from 28 registered last year to 25 
for 1955-1956. 


The teachers at the Village School returned with 
the exception of Mr. Marston who resigned at the end 
of June to enter the armed services. 


Mr. Giles Low of Plymouth, N. H., a Plymouth 
Teachers College graduate in ‘the class of 1953, B.Eid., 
with graduate credits at Plymouth, Keene, and the 
University of New Hampshire, replaced Mr. Marston 
as teacher of grades 7-8 and principal of the building. 


The proposed school budget is slightly under that 
of last year to the extent of approximately $100. As 
both state and national school cost averages are in- 
creasing, the Warren Board should be complimented 
in its efforts to economize. 


Some interesting comparisons between New 
Hampshire and other states have been made during 
the year by our Commissioner of Education, a few of 
which I include herewith: 


The national average for expenditure per 
school is $262. New Hampshire spends $258, and 
ranks 26th. 


In the population group 25 years and over, 
11% of Americans across the country have had 
less than five years of education. The New Hamp- 
shire percentage is 6.3. In other words, the adult 
population of 85 states has had less schooling 
than in New Hampshire, and we rank 13th. 


In the same group the national proportion for 
those with four or more years of college is 6 per 
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cent. In New Hampshire it is also 6 per cent. The 
state is 20th from the top. 


Our standing with respect to teachers is not 
so good. The average salary of classroom teachers 
in the United States is $3,605. In New Hampshire 
for 1953-54, it is $3,225—or 31st from the top. 
Thirty-one per cent of the nation’s elementary 
teachers have less than four years of college train- 
ing. In New Hampshire the percentage is 61 per 
cent. 

The continued active interest of the Warren P.-T. 
A. in school activity, the support of the citizens in gen- 
eral and the cooperation of 'the teachers and school 
board in particular are hereby acknowledged and ap- 
preciated. .

Routine vision and hearing screening tests were 
completed. When defects were found, written notices 
were sent to the parents. 


Another successful dental clinic was held during 
the fall of 1954. Fifty-eight pupils were taken to Dr. 
Crowell’s office in Plymouth. There were four days 
provided by funds raised at the annual school meeting 
and one-half day made possible by the local chapter 
of the American Red Cross. Transportation was spon- 
sored by the P.-T. A. and Mrs. Pike was again the 
chairman arranging for the drivers. 


On May 25, sixteen first and second grade pupils 
were taken by bus to Woodsville, New Hampshire, for 
their first Salk polio inoculation. The vaccine for these 
inoculations was provided by the National Polio Foun- 
dation. The clinic was sponsored by the State Depart- 
ment of Health and was organized by Mrs. Loretta 
Russell, R.N., Public Health Nurse. 


A Woods Light was purchased by the school dis- 
tricts of the Union. This light is used to detect the 
presence of scalp ringworm. No cases were found. 

I would like to express my appreciation to Mr. 
Bennett, the teachers, parents, and pupils for their co- 
operation and interest in the school health program 
during the year.
